T H E FIRST CAMERA. 


I t W a s I n v e n t e d h r i i i I t n l l n n I n t h e 
S l s t e e n t h C e n t u r y . 
The cc morn was invented by an Ital­ 
ian named Bnptlsta Porta, though it 
was not at first used for photograph­ 
ing. 
It was iu reality merely u dark 
room, Into which tho light was adm it­ 
ted through a little round hole In one 
side. 
The rays of light coming from 
obj.-cts outside of this room entered It 
through this aperture and made a pic­ 
ture on the other side of tho room glow* 
lug in all the beauty aud color of na­ 
ture Itself, but rather Indistinct aud 
upside down. 
This dark room was contrive! by Por­ 
ta alsiUt the middle of the sixteenth 
century. He improved It Inter by plac­ 
ing a glat* lens In the aperture aiAl 
outside a mirror which received the 
rays of light and reflected them through 
the lens so that that image upon the 
opposite wall wilbiu was made much 
brighter, more distinct and In a natu­ 
ral or erect position. 
This was really 
the first camera obscura, an invention 


left behind. Within the last mouth a 
fan, beyond doubt by Wutteau. was 
thought In the thieves’ market for $H. 
The painting Is st IU bright, the lat e ex­ 
quisite aud rare, and the Ivoiy sticks. 
Inlaid with gold, are still Intact. 
Mexico’s many wars have made the

Not since A rthur’s time have we had 
In a chief executive such a lover of 
horses as is President Roosevelt and 
consequently he is giving a great deal 
of attention to the W hite House sta- ; ’ 
blee. They are being looked after a s j <» 
never before, and the stablemen are 
earning every dollar of their salary 
these days. Not only is the president 
extremely fond of horses, but he is also 
one of the best Judges of them In this 
country. To please his critical eye an 
animal must be entirely free from the 
slightest ailment or blemish. 
In looking around for a team awhile 
ago he had three beautiful horses sent 
from New York for his Inspection. 
They were superb beasts to all appear­ 
ances. and the employees in the W'hite 
House stables were enthusiastic in 
their praise. 
It took the president, 
however, less than ten minutes to sur­ 
mise that something was wrong, and a 
veterinary who was called In soon con­ 
firmed bis suspicions. It was a great 
disappointment to the president, as 
finer animals are seldom seen, but he 
has succeeded In securing two fine 
specimens of horseflesh. They are two 
handsome bays standing sixteen hands 
high, weighing 2*150 pounds und are 
five years old. 
The W hite House stables consist of 
two buildings, a two story red brick 
structure erected in 1871 and a low.

evening. The message a s k e d that the 
body be turned over to H. F. Miller. 
a cousin of the dead man, who was 
also employed as a laborer and as 
sistlng in digging the trenches, in one I 
of which the deplorable accident 
of 
Saturday occurred. 
The undertakers who took 
charge 
of Smith's body prepared it in a cask­ 
et ready for burial and Miller left 
with It on the southbound train yes­ 
terday moral*#* It was necessary to 
transfer at Wheeling and then again 
at Parkersburg, and after a comple­ 
tion of the trip by rail from that city 
to Ravenwood the body would have 
to be taken overland to Duncan, the 
home of the parents, a distance 
of 
about 14 miles. Mr. Miller did not ex­ 
pect to complete the journey 
until 
late tonight. 
All of Saturday and during Sunday 
hundreds of curious people collected 
about the First. National bank build­ 
ing and viewed the scene of the de­ 
plorable casualty. Nothing was done 
Saturday in the ditch after Smith's 
corpse was taken out and the 
dirt 
which had caved in remained undis 
turbed, 
revealing a small 
opening 
which marked the spot where the un­ 
fortunate man gave up his life and in 
which the lower portion of his body 
had been imprisoned.

Not since Arthur's time have we bad 
In a chief executive such a lover of 
horses as is President Roosevelt, and 
consequently he is giving a great deal 
of attention to the White House sta­ 
ble*. They are being looked after as 
never before, and the stablemen are 
earning every dollar of their salary 
these days. Not only is the president 
extremely fond of horses, but be is also 
one of the best judges of them in this 
country. To please his critical eye an 
animal must be entirely free from the 
slightest ailment or blemish. 
In looking around for a team awhile 
ago he had three beautiful horses sent 
from New York for bls Inspection. 
They were superb beasts to all appear­ 
ances, and tile employees in the White 
House stables were enthusiastic in 
their praise. 
It t*>ok the president, 
however, less than ten minutes to sur­ 
mise that something was wrong, and a 
veterinary w ho was called in soon con­ 
firmed bis suspicions. It was a groat 
disappointment to the president, as 
finer animals are seldom seen. but he 
has succeeded In securing two fine 
specimens of horseflesh. They are two j 
handsome bays standing sixteen hands 
high, weighing 2,300 pounds and are 
five years old. 
The White House stables consist of I 
two buildings, a two story red brick 
structure erected In 1871 and a low, | 
rambling, 
yellow 
framed 
building 
which was the historic stable that 
boused the presidents' horses previous 
to that date. They are situated at the 
corner of Seventeenth and E street, in 
a corner of the park sooth of and ad­ 
joining the White House grounds. Re­ 
cently the stables have been enlarged 
under the direct supervision of Colonel 
Theodore Bingham, superintendent of 
public buildings and grounds. 
The stable attendants are nearly all 
white men now. but up to four years 
ago were nearly all negroes, and the 
few colored hands now employed are

W hat a Bureau R ea lly I*. 
When parchment was used for w rit­ 
ing and when bookbinding was in its 
infancy and a bound book was a costly 
luxury. It was the custom to place the 
book on a piece of cloth or a strip of 
wool in order to prevent the binding 
from possible damage on the rougn 
wood of the table. Those who bad to 
deal with money also bad a strip of 
cloth on the table or counter so that 
the coing should not rolL 
This strip 
was called "bureau.” 
In course of time the custom chang­ 
ed, and the same word was applied to 
the writing tuble covered with green 
or other colored cloth and a t length de­ 
scended to the modern table with the 
center protected by leather. As nu of­ 
fice contains one or more of these ta­ 
bles it is not difficult to understand 
that the name should, in one country, 
have been given to the room that con­ 
tained the bureau.—London Standard.
